The  decrease  in  rate  during  194-0,  1941  and  1942  no  doubt  w‘as  ’due  'in  part 
to  ’■  the  calling  up  of  ma^lc  personnel  together  with  the  inevitable  feeling 
of  insecurity  existing  at  that  time.  As  conditions  became  more  stabilised 
the  birth  rate  began  to  rise  aga.in  to  the  post-war  peak  in  1945  and  1946. 
Follov.-ing  this  peak  the  expected  f-''ll  in  lOl"^  occurred.

During  the  year  76  persons  (37  male  and  39  female)  did, which 
represents  a death  rate  (corrected  for  inward  and  outward  tr'^nsfers)  of 
20.8  per  1,000  estimated  resident  pox^ulation.  Although  this  rate  is 
lower  than  that  for  the  preceeding  year  (21.3)  it  is  considerably 
higher  th-n  that  for  'Sngland  and  7/ales  as  a whole  (12.0).  This 
relatively  high  death  rate  ig  explained  by  the  fact  that  many  elderly 
people  choose  to  spend  the  later  years  of  their  life  in  enjoyable
